Today's hand illustrates a 


principle of play that was al- 
most unknown as late as 25 
years ago. 


This hand was played by 


Oswald Jacoby at New York's 
Cavendish Club in 1941. He 
won the diamond lead and 
played four rounds of clubs. 
Then he cashed the ace of 
spades, went over to dummy 
with a heart and finessed 'suc- 
cessfully against East's queen. 


His partner, one of the 


great players of all time, was 
mighty pleased with the result 
and asked, "How did you fig- 
ure out that spade play?" 


The answer to the question 


is that the play was correct. 
If Jacoby had missed Qxxx in 
spades instead of QJxx, the 
correct play would have been 
to try to drop the queen, but 
this hand illustrates the prin- 
ciple 
of 
restricted 
choice. 


When West played the jack, it 
meant that he had 
started 


with either the singleton jack 
or a doubleton queen-jack. 
The odds would be slightly in 
favor of the latter as a matter 
of plain probability. Specifi- 
cally, when you miss four of a 
suit the chance that a specific 
opponent will hold a specific 
singleton is .062; the chance 
that he holds a specific dou- 
bleton is .068. 


However, we have to go into 


inverse or compound proba- 
bility here. If West held the 
singleton jack, he would have 
to play it; if he held the dou- 
bleton queen-jack, he would 
have a choice and would be 
just as likely to play one as 
the other.

Russia's Stand Due 
to Tumult In China 
That Cut War Supplies

Moscow's interest in Vietnam 


negotiations 
may 
have beea 


quickened by a prospect that 
the tumult in China will make it 
next to impossible to continue 
supplying North Vietnam's mil* 
Itary with what It needs to hold 
out. 


Perhaps 
thinking 
wishfully, 


Moscow commentaries appear 
to foresee ultimate defeat for 
Mao 
Tse-tung in China. The 


Moscow-Peking clash has ham* 
pered Soviet aid to Hanoi and cre- 
ated an atmosphere of tension 
on Soviet frontiers, 


The bulk of Moscow aid to 


North Vietnam in the form of 
heavy equipment has gone over- 
land across China. 
Other aid 


takes the long slow route by 
sea. An airlift would be difficult 
without Chinese cooperation. 


Moscow radio quotes a Soviet 


specialist back from Hanoi as 
saying the Chinese place more 
and more obstacles in the way 
of shipping fighter planes, rock- 
ets and antiaircraft battlers. He 
implied the Chinese were steal- 
ing much of the materiel. 


"The Chinese authorities con- 


stantly inspect weapons and 
war materials and durine these 
inspections certain parts of per- 
fected weapons or the mechan- 
isms themselves are often com- 
pletely lost," the specialist was 
quoted. 


Another 
broadcast com- 


plained: "Many people still do 
not know what kind of obstacles 
the Peking rulers are setting up 
to prevent delivery of arma- 
ments, 
ammunition, food 
and 


medicine from the Soviet Union 
to Vietnam. The Chinese 
are 


holding up freight trains and 
damaging equipment. 


"The Mao Tse-tung clique is 


trying to insure that the coura- 
geous struggle of the Vietnam- 
ese people will not become the 
decisive factor In making Amer- 
ican imperialism retreat, thus 
bringing 
about 
a 
subsequent 


peaceful settlement of the Viet- 
nam problem." 


The Chinese now also demand 


visas for Soviet specialists and 
others accompanying such ship- 
ments, adding a new burden of 
red tape. 


Another source of Soviet anx- 


iety to see a break in the Viet- 
nam impasse may stem from 
sharpening hostility which has 
raised frontier tension.
